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and we are now able to look over ten years and 

note the progress made in this comparatively new 
style of testing for milk and butterfat production, which 
includes the entire herd on a year-after-year basis. Like 
most new ideas, it was discarded by some after a brief 
trial. Others who started and then dropped out have 
come back with the avowed purpose of containing in 
the “herd test’’ as long as they continue in the business 
of breeding purebred Holsteins. Another group, who 
apparently knew just what they wanted at the outset, 
enrolled when the test was inaugurated in January, 1928, 
and have finished ten consecutive years of this form of 
testing. At the end of the year—that is, on December 
31, 1937—there were 17 herds that had finished ten 
consecutive years in the Herd Improvement Test, in- 
cluding:

of feed, care and management of the herd is another 
thing that should receive consideration. Environment 
is a very important factor in the production of the herd 
year after year. It is obviously impossible to control 
all of the items of herd management over a period of 
years because of changing feed conditions, effects of 
diseases, etc., but we should make every reasonable ef- 
fort to keep the conditions surrounding the herd as uni- 
form as possible by following the very best practice in 
herd management at all times. This is most important 
in order that the records of one generation may be fairly 
comparable with those of succeeding generations, else 
we are unable to tell whether the difference between the 
production levels of daughters and dams is due to here- 
dity or environment and the records become of little 
value. The best breeding practice for great lifetime 
production is to breed cows to freshen every twelve 
months whenever this can be accomplished. The system 
of delayed breeding with extended rest periods between 
lactations will undoubtedly result in higher individual 
records but is not conducive to greatest lifetime pro- 
duction, which should be the objective of the sound breed- 
ing program. 

How times do change! The strictly official seven- 
day test reached the high point of its popularity in 1921, 
and during that year 14,099 7-day tests were reported. 
No one would have believed in those days, when seven- 
day testing was at its zenith, that we would soon have 
whole herds enrolled on a continuous testing basis, but 
within seven years the Herd Improvement Test was under 
way and last year we tested more cows in the Herd Test 
than we did during the best year of the seven-day test. 

Herd Improvement Testing continues to grow in 
popularity with our breeders and has more than doubled 
in these first ten years. Starting with 242 herds includ- 
ing 6479 cows the first year we reached 493 herds in- 
cluding 15,905 cows for the last year. These latter 
figures look large at first glance and they do represent 
a huge amount of work and expense, but when com- 
pared to the breed as a whole they are small and show 
what a pitifully small percentage of our animals are be- 
ing tested each year. While ten years have been com- 
pleted, we have figures for nine years only at this time, 
those presented in the first eight volumes of the Red 
Book, and those that will appear in Volume 9, now in 
process of being printed. We have grouped these years 
and present the following averages based on the five 
years reported in Volumes 1 to 5 of the Red Book as 
compared with the four years covered by Volumes 6 to 
9 inclusive, and we feel that these figures show sub- 
stantial progress not only in the number of animals 
tested but also in the average production shown during 
the two periods:

From these figures we find a gain during the past 
four years as compared to the first five of 107 lbs. milk., 
.07 in butterfat test and 11.7 lbs. fat per cow each year, 
and at the same time an increase of nearly 70% in the 
number of cows tested—that is, an average of 11344 
during the later period as compared to 6733 during the 
first five years. The per cent of cancellations of reg- 
istry certificates is fairly even for the two periods—11.5% 
as against 11.9—-with lower figures for Volumes 8 and 9 
(at 10.2 and 10.3%) than during any of the earlier years. 
Herds averaging over 400 lbs. fat per cow have increased 
at a more rapid rate than total herds tested. During 
the first five years 30.5 per cent of herds tested exceeded 
400 lbs., while during the second period 37.5% exceed- 
ed this high yearly average. Conversely, herds averaging 
below 300 lbs. fat per cow represent a much smaller 
percentage during the second period. During the first 
five years, 12.7% of herds tested averaged less than 300 
lbs., while only 8.7% fell below 300 lbs. during the sec- 
ond period. Herds averaging between 300 and 400 lbs. 
fat make up 57% during the first period as compared 
to 54% during the second period. 

High Herd Averages 

When the Herd Improvement Test was started back 
in 1928, Holstein breeders generally had very hazy ideas 
about the average production of a good herd of Hol- 
stein cows for a year. Their experience was based large- 
ly on results in Advanced Registry in testing selected 
individuals for a yearly record and starting with the 
beginning of the lactation period, which is an entirely 
different proposition from running the whole herd for 
a straight twelve-months’ period and including every 
cow regardless of breeding and calving condition and all 
the other ills that cows are heir to during a year’s time. 
It did not take long to find out that an average of four 
hundred pounds of fat per cow is a very high average 
production for a herd and that to exceed 400 lbs. per 
cow year after year is a real test of the producing ability 
of the herd and of the managerial ability of those in 
charge of the herd as well, The first nine volumes of 
the Red Book carry 2455 herd averages and 841 of 
these were above 400 lbs. fat per cow. These 841 herd 
averages over 400 lbs. fat were made by 393 herds, 
many of them having two or more years above the 400- 
lb. fat level. Needless to say, after ten years of ex- 
perience in herd testing our breeders generally regard 
a 400-lb. herd average with considerable respect. 


In preparing the following list of high herd averages 
so far recorded since the beginning of the Herd Im- 
provement Test, we have omitted herds of less than ten 
cows and have grouped together all herds that includ- 
ed cows milked four times daily, and the resulting list 
is very impressive:

These are wonderful herd averages and these breed- 
ers may be proud of their herds and of their own skill in 
feeding and caring for them to make these high yearly 
averages possible. It is a real job in herd management 
to bring a herd through a year with such remarkably 
high average production; it requires most careful atten- 
tion to every detail of feed and care day after day through- 
out the year and a thorough knowledge and understand- 
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ing of the herd to secure such results. Just as it is mor 
difficult to make a high herd average than to make a 
high record of single cow, it is still more difficy)t to 
stretch this high average for the herd over severa] con- 
secutive years and a review of the first ten years of Herg 
Improvement Testing is not complete until we give rr. 
cognition to those herds that have accomplshed this mog; 
difficult feat. It is hard to draw the line on thege 
breeders who have been loyal to the herd testing jge, 
and stayed with the test year after year in spite of 
adverse conditions which have developed from time ty 
time in many instances, and we could pay tribute to gj) 
of them but for lack of space.

To maintain a high herd average year after year 
requires extreme care and vigilance and perhaps a certail 
element of good fortune in guarding against disease and 
breeding troubles, for these are the worst foes of the 
high producing herd. Regularity in breeding is one of 
the essential points if a herd is to maintain a high levél 
of production over a period of years and this involves 
not only freedom from disease but also a wise feeding 
policy as extremely heavy feeding and excessive protell 
feeding have wrecked many dairy herds. Liberal feet: 
ing at all times is necessary to good results but like 
everything else, it can be and often is overdone. Tie 
other factor of utmost importance in maintaining a high 
level of production in the herd over a period of year 
is the selection of the new herd sire whose daughter 
shall be able to carry on and equal or exceed their dams 
in producing ability. Here, also, the element of luc 
has played a prominent part in the past, but we hope, by 
increased knowledge of the different families, to be able 
in the future to select sires with a greater degree © 
certainity. In these high producing herds, with th 
problem of where to look for the next herd sire alwa? 
staring us in the face, it would seem like good juét 
ment to search carefully within the herd before - 
outside for new blood, for fear lest the new blood er 
not harmonize with the blood lines already establishé 
and results be unsatisfactory. Each succeeding ~ 
tion of high producing ability tend to further purify ™ 
inheritance for high production and this character - 
be pretty well established in the course of four % °” 
generations.

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What About Standardization?

HE adjustment of the butterfat content of milk, to 
T: higher or lower point, has been practiced in many 

ways, and for many reasons, since the time that 
milk became a commercial commodity. 


The milk leaving a processing plant may be con- 
sidered to have been “standardized,” in that the final 
product possesses a fairly unvarying fat content, which 
jg maintained by the mixing together of milks from 
many herds of divergent characteristics. 


Standardization ‘‘at the farm” refers to the raising 
or lowering of the single herd milks’ butterfat content. 
This procedure is not considered legal in certain sec- 
tions of the country. It is presumed that readers in 
such districts will recognize that standardization is not 
to be practiced by them. 


The present curbing of milk shipments through the 
payment for milk on a “normal fluid,” “excess cream,” 
and “excess manufactured’’ price basis, as well as on 
a butterfat content basis, has stimulated the interest 
of the dairyman in the mechanics of standardization 
of milk at the farm. 


The butterfat differential on which the price of milk 
is calculated above or below the base price generally 
does not make standardization to a higher butterfat 
content, if all the milk can be disposed of at the full 
fuid price. If, however, the amount of milk produced 
exceed sthe ‘‘norm”’ shipment allowed, there may be a 
decided advantage to standardizing at the farm, to a 
higher butterfat content. Calculation will readily show 
when the amount obtained by this will exceed that from 
payment for the milk at its original fat test, figured on 
the percentages sold at norm, cream and manufactured 
prices. In the same manner, the advantages to be gained 
in lowering the fat test, and selling cream as well as 
milk, when the market is short, may also be determined. 


When the agency buying milk demands a specific 
butterfat content in the milk delivered, standardization 


must often be resorted to, in order to meet the specifi- 
cations. 


Standardization is best practiced in a manner which 
Will yield positive results in the raising or lowering of 
the butterfat content, and which will not influence any 
of the other qualities of the milk. 


There are various mechanical devices on the market 
which may be employed in standardization procedures. 
When milk is to be adjusted to a higher butterfat con- 
tent, “low fat” milk must be removed. ‘‘Low fat’? milk 
may be obtained by allowing the cream to rise, by grav- 
ity, in cooled night’s milk. The low fat milk then re- 
mains at the bottom of the cans. Cans may be provided 
with valves or faucets at their bases, and the proper 
amount of low fat milk may be drawn off to raise the 
‘est of the remaining milk to the required point. Metal 
siphon tubes, equipped with valves which open only 
When the tube reaches the bottom of the can may also 
be employed. Where large volumes of milk are to be 
‘tandardized, the same principle of gravity creaming, 
aud removal of low fat milk may be utilized with greater 
efficiency through the employment of a refrigerated 
tolding tank, equipped with a bottom valve. 

The milk removed by the method referred to in the 
above paragraph is “low fat’? milk—since the force of 
— gravity will not remove all the butterfat from

1 order to avoid “influencing any of the other qual- 


ities’’ of the milk, all of the operations of the standard- 
izing procedure must be carried out with clean, sterile 
equipment, and as rapidly as possible, to insure against 
the introduction of bacteria, and the propogation of 
those already present, by the raising of the temperature 
of the milk to an active bacterial growing range. 


Where a centrifugal standardizer is employed, the 
milk is best adjusted as soon as it is drawn from the 
cows. The standardized milk should then be cooled and 
stored as in normal practice. 


A word of caution calculations should always be 
made to determine when standardization is profitable; 
when it is found profitable, the ratios to be used in the 
standardization process should be carefully checked and 
written down, so that no mistakes are made; extreme 
care should be exercised to change only the butterfat 
content, and nothing else. 


MODEL STANDARDIZATION BILL INTRODUCED IN 
NEW YORK 

Following is copy of proposed new additions to the 

laws of New York State which would have the effect of 

legalizing standardization of milk, within prescribed 


limits, both on the farms and in milk plants, and in both 
directions: 


AN ACT 
To amend the agriculture and markets law, in relation to the 
definitions of milk, standardized milk and adultered milk 

The People of the State of New York, represented in Senate 

and Assembly, do enact as follows: 

Section 1. The opening paragraph of section forty-six of 
chapter forty-eight of the laws of nineteen hundred twenty-two, 
re-entitled by chapter two hundred seven of the laws of nine- 
teen hundred twenty-seven, ‘‘An act in relation to agriculture 
and markets, constituting chapter sixty-nine of the con- 
solidated laws,” such section having been last amended by 
chapter two hundred twenty-nine of the laws of nineteen 
hundred thirty-two, is hereby amended to read as follows: 

The term “milk,” when used in this article, means the whole, 
fresh, clean, lacteal secretion obtained by the complete milk- 
ing of one or more healthy cows, properly fed and kept, ex- 
cluding that obtained within fifteen days before and five days 
after calving or such longer period as may be necessary to 


render the milk practically colostrum free, or standardized milk 
as hereinafter defined. 


The term “standardized milk’’ means the whole, fresh, clean,. 
lacteal secretion obtained by the complete milking of one or 
more healthy cows, properly fed and kept, excluding that ob- 
tained within fifteen days before and five days after calving: 
or such longer period as may be necessary to render the milk 
practically colostrum free, from which skimmed milk or cream» 
has been removed, thereby increasing or decreasing the milk 
fat content thereof, provided, however, that the rate of such: 
increase or decrease shall not in any case exceed one pound 
of fat in one hundred pounds of such lacteal secretion, and pro- 
vided further that standardized milk shall in no case contain 
less than three per centum of milk fat. 


§ 2. Subdivision seven of the paragraph defining ‘‘adulterated 


milk” of section forty-six of such chapter, is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 
7. Milk from which any part of the cream has been removed, 
except in making standardized milk as hereinbefore defined. 
§ 3. This act shall take effect immediately. 
Explanation—Matter in bold type is new. 


Commissioner H. V. Noyes took the initiative in this 
matter in an effort to produce a model bill that might 
be a helpful pattern for other states to consider. Breed 
representatives gave it their approval and it was formally 
endorsed we understand by the Bargaining Agency 
directors. The bill is being furthered in the legislature 
by Senator Rogers and Assemblyman Allen, Chairmen 
of the respective Agricultural Committees. 

Unfortunately the bill died in committee due to the 
final rush preceding adjournment of the Legislature but 
we hope it may be pressed for action earlier in the ses- 
sion next year, and in the meantime feel that the effort 
may not be without saluatary results.

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Selling Milk On Its Food Value

supplying the markets with fluid milk. One may well 

wonder if we are really blessed in having so many 
breeds, varying all the way in their product from a little 
less than 3.5 to over 5 per cent in fat, and almost as 
widely in the other milk ingredients. Certainly this has 
not always been an asset to the producer and the dis- 
tributor, as too often these differences have worked 
to upset rather than stabilize the market. And to go 
further, the consumer really never has had the privilege 
of freely exercising his own choice in selecting from 
these different milks on the only logical basis, namely, 
the food benefit to be derived at a given price. The basis 
of past operations has too often tended to confuse and 
disgust the consumer, and to engender bad feelings 
among rival breed producers. It remains to be seen 
whether these differences in breed milk characteristics 
can be employed to the benefit of society, or whether 
they will continue to be used destructively. 

Probably we all agree that we have not yet found the 
best solution to the problem of marketing fluid milk in 
meeting our modern needs. We are trying to fit unlike 
elements such as milks of different composition, different 
consumer likes and different purchasing powers into a 
single pattern. We are often moving against the current 
into a sea of complications. So the solution naturally 
does not call for added complications; rather it demands 
7a simplification of the old plan along lines that will be 
‘best understood by the consumer, and which tends to de- 
velop and maintain his confidence. Moreover, there is 
need for greater confidence within our ranks, such as is 
needed in any healthy business as a foundation stone. 

The Breed Pendulum Swings 

One hundred years ago this section of the country 
was engaged in the development of a thriving cheese 
business. The native cattle consisted mostly of Devons, 
Durhams and Ayrshires, particularly their grades and 
cross breeds. All of these breeds produced a milk of ap- 
proximately a 4 per cent fat content. 

In the next 50 years the dairying business shifted in 
much of the eastern territory to farm and creamery 
butter making. Channel Island cattle—the Alderneys, 
later known as Jerseys and Guernseys, and their cross 
bred descendant, the brindle cow, rose to great prom- 
inence in the bovine kingdom. The fat test ranged up- 
ward toward 5 per cent. 

While industry, commerce and the professions con- 
tinued to expand, and to more fully occupy man’s time, 
the family cow was often dispensed with and people 
began to procure milk from their neighbors. As popula- 
tion continued to concentrate and the urbanite could no 
longer get milk from his neighbor, fluid milk dairies 
came into being. These secured supplies farther and 
farther from the city as population increased. So came 
the distributor. 

The milk delivered to the distributor at the begin- 
ning of the fluid milk era was high in fat, so the fat 
content was the least of the distributor’s worries, and 
the consumer was worried only about milk borne dis- 
eases, and the keeping quality of milk. These two mat- 
ters have been so handled that today Americans have the 
safest milk supply in the world, and the eastern city 
dweller receives milk of the highest sanitary quality to 
be found anywhere. It will become more and more 
difficult to secure premiums on sanitary quality, since it 
is an accepted fact that the consumer expects the same 
high standard of all mlik. 


Now while this fine milk supply was being developed 
the farmer was doing the best he could for himself under 
the circumstances. No premium was paid for high fat 
milk in most instances, but when finally this became 
quite generally the practice the economic rewards were 
insufficient to stem the tide toward a milk of low fat. 
Finally we looked out upon the landscape and saw 
hordes of black and white cattle, and the fat test of mar- 
ket milk had dropped to 4 per cent and was still falling. 

Probably this situation would have been solved 
along sound economic lines, as the force of the down- 
ward swing was spent in the twenties and adjustments 
with more appropriate premiums were under way. But

along came 1929, creating new problems and accentyat. 
ing old ones. As purchasing power diminished ang milk 
sales declined, efforts of both producer-dealers and djs. 
tributors were intensified in attempting to maintain yoj. 
ume by winning their competitors’ customers. The fay. 
orite method employed was to play up the deep crean 
line on milk offered at no greater cost, and often fo, 
less money. Of course such a method works only yntij 
the other fellow does the same thing. Such sales aq. 
vantages are bound to be short lived. 

But this gave the milk distributor an advantage oye; 
the farmer. He could press for richer milk without ade. 
quate premium payment. He could say that the cop. 
sumer demanded richer milk, although the consumer 
had his own troubles and wasn’t aware that he was 
exerting a demand influence. The situation got so bad 
that milk control legisaltion stepped in to help clear yp 
the wrecked market. But the entire effects of these 
developments on our dairy herds will not be fully appar- 
ent for a few more years. 

Probably everyone earnestly concerned with the wel. 
fare of the dairy industry feels that official milk contro} 
has afforded protection to the producer and the well. 
meaning dealer. The consumer has accepted the situa- 
tion, although he may wonder vaguely if his best interest 
is being served. But many dairymen still would prefer 
to operate their business with the minimum of control, 
providing a means can be found to prevent a portion of 
its group from profiting temporarily at the expense of 
others, and of keeping the market intact for all. So 
the time seems to be ripe for setting out boldly on a 
sound plan that gives promise of bringing stability to 
the milk business. 

- Basis of Food Values 

The launching of a plan for marketing milk on its 
food value probably can be done best while a milk contro! 
law is in operation, so that whatever adjustments are 
necessary may be made with the maximum assurance 
of fair practice. If there is merit in the idea there should 
be no delay in putting a plan into operation. Marketing 
milk on its food value is much nearer at hand than many 
realize, if the opinions of experienced men are 4ly 
criteria. 

A plan for selling milk on its food value that would 
have commanded the confidence of producer and col 
sumer probably could not have been set up even 10 years 
ago. But with recent trying experiences fresh on ou 
minds, and the developments in dairy and nutrition 
science at hand, the path is clear today. Milk contains 
proteins, fats and sugar (lactose) all impregnated with 
latent energy. More and more the ultimate value of 
these nutrients is considered in terms of their energy 
While the body requires protein for repairs and growth 
the greatest need at all times, idle or at work, is eneréy 
While milk protein has no superior in tissue building 
and repair, ultimately it is broken up and its energ? 
is released within the body, which inevitable proce 
accounts for the constant need of protein repair ™* 
terial.

are ready to shift entirely to such a basis, and th 
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isno need to do so at present. The plan must be simple 
and in familiar terms to foster confidence in its prac- 
ticability. Furthermore, it must lend itself to easy ad- 
ministration from the standpoint of the dairy and food 
commission and other public agencies. 

Since the protein and lactose bear a very definite 
relation to the fat content of milk, it will not be neces- 
sary to make determinations for any ingredient except 
fat, except, of course, determinations to find if the milk 
is natural, or modified by additions to or subtractions 
from it. These things are being done regularly now. 

Of course it is well known that the fat content of 
the individual cow fluctuates rather violently from one 
nilking to another, and that the other constituents vary. 
So the plan to be proposed would have little value applied 
to the daily yield of an individual cow. But in a herd, 
and even more so in the mixed milk of herds, these 
fuctuations will offset each other, so that the caloric 
value of milk can be computed very closely when the 
fat content is known. Long range factors that cause 
fat to shift, such as season and lactation period, in- 
fuence the other solids in the same direction. Hence, the 
relationships in a blended milk are not disturbed by 
these factors. 


Classes of Milk on a Food Basis 

For a practical application of these principles, the 
speaker suggests that milks be divided into classes, based 
upon the natural fat content. The classes must not be 
too numerous. Skimmed milk should be included, as the 
lowest class, although admittedly there would be some 
variation in caloric value between skimmed milk of the 
high test and low test breeds. But this should lead to no 
difficulties, as the demand for skimmed milk would 
probably not be greatly encouraged, either for health or 
commercial reasons. It would give an outlet for some 
fuid skimmed milk and thus raise the value of that part 
of the supply that now goes into cream in which the 
skim is negligible as far as producer returns are con- 
cerned. The consumer with limited purchasing power 
will take a considerable amount of skimmed milk if it is 
pried right, and such sales will probably be over and 
above the other requirements in the long run. 


The first logical class of whole milk would be a 3.0 
‘0 3.7 per cent fat milk to fit the needs of Holstein dairy- 
men who market their own milk, and of distributors 
landling mostly Holstein milk. Dairymen should be 
permitted to state the minimum fat content on the pack- 
age, and of course this would need to be checked, the 
‘ame as is the feed and fertilizer manufacturer, to pro- 
teet the honest retailers, and to give the public assurance 
‘hat it is getting what it is paying for. 

For the next class the range between 3.8 and 4.5 
ver cent is suggested. This would accommodate several 
weeds, and the blended milk of most distributors. The 
nent class would lie between 4.6 and 5.3 per cent. Pos- 
‘bly some producers will be able to produce and guar- 
antee a product higher than 5.3 for the year round, but

It will be noted at once that there are some com- 
plications in fractions, or decimals, in the price scale. 
This would not offer insurmountable problems and would 
adjust itself the same as do other commodities. There 
would still remain the opportunity to all special touches 
such as ‘“‘Golden Guernsey,’’ “Jersey Creamline,’’ ‘‘Vita- 
min D’”’ (may we add Holstein Health milk—Editor) 
and so on for those possessing more than the average 
salesmanship abilities. For those Jersey and Guernsey 
enthusiasts who think this plan would handicap their 
producers, I would say that it may very well improve 
their opportunities. These trademark products are of 
little value to the rank and file producers who cannot 
sell their milk for what it is worth under present con- 
ditions. 

No Need for Blending 

One very important feature of this plan should be to 
deny the practice of standardization by adding or remov- 
ing fat, except in complete skimming where cream is 
wanted. For one thing modification will tend to upset 
the natural caloric relationship with the fat. A 3.5 per 
cent fat milk raised to 4 per cent by the addition of 
cream will not have as high a caloric value as natural 
4 per cent milk. Standardization is not a good practice 
either from a sanitary standpoint or in the interests of 
the consumer. Only the mixing or blending of the whole 
milk should be permissible. It is recognized that many 
will disagree with this proposal. But let them first think 
it through to its natural conclusion. Why should natural 
milk be modified by additions or subtractions of cream? 
What benefit is such a practice to the consumer? Why 
should the consumer pay for an operation that tends to 
deceive him? 

The distributor will say that he may want to put 
out milk at several different fat levels. I doubt if he 
will in the long run, and if this is carried to an unreason- 
able degree I am sure municipal distribution will follow. 
There is plenty of flexibility in the natural milks. 


The core of such a plan is the consumer, who will be 
the judge, and oddly enough he has rarely been in a 
position to express his desires in the milk market. He is 
not expected to pay the same price for all portions of a 
beef carcass, and in fact there is a price range in most 
of the products he buys. He should buy according to 
his idea of the worth of these products to him, at the 
prices quoted, since milk is variable in its food value. 
If any distributor wants to put himself out of business 
by under-quoting, fair and good, providing he cannot 
take it out of the farmer. This set-up may put a pre- 
mium on finding a better way of marketing, which is 
discouraged under our present system. 


Nothing has been said about minerals and vitamins. 
The higher fat milks are correspondingly higher in min- 
erals, which adds to the worth of such milk. As for the 
vitamins, fat soluble A and D should naturally be greater 
as the fat rises, but these vitamins, and others, are them- 
selves variable with the feed and season and too much 
importance need not be attached to the natural differ- 
ences in vitamins content at present, except to say that 
purchasers of high fat milk will usually get more of the 
fat soluble vitamins. 

From the farmer’s standpoint such a plan would be 
expected to reduce the periodical fluctuations in dealer 
demand from low to high test milk that already has 
seriously upset herd improvement programs too often. 
It would also reduce the dangers of having the whole 
industry maneuvered into vulnerable positions. Right 
now in one market in this territory it is said that there 
is too much high test milk to suit the market needs. So

Milk Standardization 


CCEPTANCE of standardization rather than mix- 
A ing of herds to enable Holstein dairymen to meet 

high-test market requirements is making unques- 
tioned progress. Principal objection in the past has 
come from health officials who opposed it on sanitary 
grounds. This opposition is rapidly breaking down 
under the weight of evidence. Actual figures on herds 
where the new centrifugal method, as developed by 
DeLaval, has been used, show declines in bacteria count, 
and a cleaner, clarified product resulting. 

Allen Crissey, who has been doing considerable work 
on this subject in Eastern markets, reports several 
health offices, after investigation of the new method, 
giving it their unqualified approval. Also that several 
large New England distributors have given it their 
blessing and are actually recommending it to their low- 
test producers as preferable to mixed herds. 

Holstein producers in Eastern Grade A markets will 
be particularly interested in these developments. In 
these herds, the pressure has been definitely on for mix- 
ing herds to raise tests up to around 3.8 or 4%. And 
rather than lose this valuable market, many of the 
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herds have taken on a mixed status very painful to see 
and more so to own. Current developments should help 
iron out the situation on a much more Satisfactory bagig 
for these herd owners, and promote a better type of 
breeding and herd management for them. 

One of the major points in the milk program of the 
Extension Service is to work for proper laws permitting 
standardization of milk. In New York State the sityg- 
tion has been that upward adjustment of fat content wag 
permitted through standardization under a ruling of the 
Commissioner of Agriculture and Markets. The worg- 
ing of the law was such that an unsympathetic Comp- 
missioner might justify upsetting the whole matter 
through a different interpretation and ruling. In faet, 
other breeds were becoming rather restive under the 
ruling which permitted Holstein breeders to raise their 
fat test by standardization, but which did not give them 
a similar privilege in the way of downward adjustment. 
Also, there was a feeling that in many cases standardiza- 
tion could be better done in milk plants rather than 
being confined to farms. 

Commissioner H. V. Noyes, always fair and logical, 
made it a part of his program to get this matter on a 
sound and legal basis. His department has been making 
a careful study to attempt to draft a standardization 
law that could be accepted as a model for states with 
similar problems. Such a model bill has been drafted, 
with approval of the National and State Holstein Asso- 
ciations, and we understand, of the Producers and Dis- 
tributors Bargaining Agencies of the State and was in- 
troduced near the end of the session of the legislature, 
In the closing rush it was impossible to get action on it, 
but the fact of its introduction should have a salutary 
effect.

Ayrshire Milk Program 


HE current issue of the Ayrshire Digest announces 
T tte launching of an Ayrshire Milk Sales program. 

very attractive trade-mark and label have been 
adopted and registered. The trade-mark designation is 
“Approved Ayrshire Milk’’ topped by appropriate initials 
“s A’, an especially good choice in the light of familiar 
milk grade designations. 

The Ayrshire Breeders Association is prepared now 
to grant retailing licenses to registered Ayrshire herd 
owners, under the following general rules: 

1. The trade-mark shall be used only on milk 
produced by registered Ayrshire cows. 
Minimum butterfat test shall be 4%. 

Licensed herds must be free of tuberculosis. 
If the milk is not pasteurized, they must 
also be Bang’s disease free. 

4. Production conditions must conform to the 
local requirements for Grade A milk, in no 
case above 50,000 bacteria count for raw 
milk or 10,000 for pasteurized. Licenses 
are not granted until after a favorable in- 
spection by a representative of the Associa- 
tion, and effort will be made to work closely 
with local Boards of Health. License fees 
depend upon the amount of milk marketed 
and range from $5.00 a year for a daily out- 
put up to 150 quarts, to $40 for a daily out- 
put above 1,050 quarts. All moneys re- 
ceived from licenses are to be used to ad- 
vertise trade-marked Approved Ayrshire 
Milk. Licensees are required to agree to 
maintain price schedules in accordance with 
the established prices for grades in their 
particular localities. 

The label, for bottle cap use, etec., carries the name 
in circular band in which the word ‘‘Ayrshire’”’ is most 
prominent Central figure is a wee Scotch laddie in 
kilts and tam-o’shanter, holding in one hand a glass of 
milk which he eyes appreciatively. His other arms sup- 
ports an open milk bottle slightly tilted which is on the 
verge of overflowing, leaving the observer to wonder 
where the milk came from that is in the glass.

Here the statement is made 
that Ayrshire milk “is nearer the standard of human 
milk than that of any of the leading breeds of dairy 
cattle.” This calm assumption for the Ayrshire breed 
of attributes that have been regarded as fundamental 
Holstein doctrine for the past 30 years comes as some- 
‘hing of a shock. Have we been building on the sands 
all these years and making claims about Holstein Milk 
that do not fit the correct and accepted facts? We do 
hot think so, and we are asking Secretary Conklin, who 
: addition to being an industrious and competent secre- 
uty is likewise a very fine gentleman, to give us the 
acts as he understands them. Perhaps we shall have 
more on this subject later.

ECENT events in the dairy cattle realm inspire re-

dispersed, 77 head making an average of $690.58 with 
a $12,009 top for a highly regarded mature herd sire, 
$3,250 for a famous showring winning cow.

HOW ABOUT SELECTIVE REGISTRATION? 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I would like to bring before World readers some- 
thing that has troubled me for a long time. I have 
been used to Jerseys more or less all my life. We are 


still in a community where Jerseys predominate to the 
extent of probably eight out of every ten dairy cows. 
Taken as a whole, you know what Jerseys mean—beau- 
tifully shaped udders and good top lines. Now I know 
the advantages of the Holstein. However, when you 
happen to have a next door neighbor in the same testing 
association who can show 559-lb. average on his Jerseys, 
the Holstein advantages do not speak as loudly in the 
community as they might. My hat is always off to the 
man who under practical farm conditions can make such 
an average and I am broadminded enough to like any 
good animal, but what grieves me is when I go down 
the highways and byways and see so many inferior cows 
of our breed. I think, with the convert’s missionary 
zeal, it grieves me more possibly than it does one who 
has been born and bred in the faith. Many of these 
cows, it is true, are grade cows, but when we get down 
to the matter of the differences between the grade and 
the pure bred, these differences are all too few. Last 
year, I sold a 600-lb. twice-a-day grade. I kept a great 
many purebreds who didn’t belong in her same class at 
all, neither in production nor in type. As a matter of 
fact, as the matter now stands, about the only difference 
which I can see between grades and pure breds is this— 
that the grade may be an unusually good type cow of 
good production but without a recorded ancestry. The 
pure bred or registered animal is neither all white nor 


all black, he doesn’t have black feet and the world at 


large can look up and find who his parents and ancestors 
were. I have had a feeling that this is not much of a 
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standard, that being a pure bred should actually mea, 
something other than simply pure ancestry, that it ought 
to mean a certain conformity towards the approveg type 
and that it should mean some definite known leve of 
production even though this be not high. 


Is there any way in this country where our Holstejp 
population is so widely scattered, to do something eop. 
structive along the line of making an actual difference 
and distinction between the grade and the purebreg? 
I have wondered whether it would not be possible to ge 
up within reasonable limits, of course, some selectiy, 
type of registration for bulls. I say bulls because they 
have so much more numerical influence on the herd thay 
the females do. 


The Association has set up certain machinery looking 
toward this end in that they have provided herd claggig. 
cation for type and various means of testing for prody. 
tion. These things are for the breeder who voluntarily 
chooses to adopt them but whereas one breeder adopts 
these forward looking measures, a dozen men do noth- 
ing towards bettering their type or ascertaining their 
production. The latter class of breeders sell bulls the 
same as the progressive breeders. Unfortunately, thege 
bulls sire just as many cattle in proportion and since 
they so far outnumber the animals from more progres. 
sive breeders, they have a great deal more influence 
upon the breed as a whole than those animals coming 
from establishments that are alert to both type and pro- 
duction. As I say, the means are provided by the Asso- 
ciation for those who do wish to classify and to test 
It is naturally voluntary on their part. Anything ofa 
compulsory nature is naturally distasteful to all of us 
and might possibly be particularly distasteful to a great 
many of our breeders, but a droop-tailed, slab-sided 
pendulous uddered cow or her counterpart in a bull is 
a discredit to the breed as a whole and there are far 
too many of them. In condemning and hurting the 
breed as a whole, it becomes the affair of the Associa 
tion and I have wondered whether it would be possible 
to do something of a constructive nature. I wonder 
what your reaction would be to a suggestion that the 
National Association adopt some form of selective regis- 
tration for bulls based upon type and production. What 
do you think?

Top of the sale was 
reached on the second animal in the 
ring, a three-year-old heifer from 
the herd of George Pope, Darien, 
Wis., that went to Mr. E. K. Eklund’s 
bid of $220.00 for the Green Bay 
Reformatory Herd. Mr. Pope’s con- 
signment of three splendid young 
cows from his famous “Ollie” bred 
herd drew much favorable comment. 

Largest buyer was Edwards Farm, 


Dundee, Ill., represented by C. T. 
Haverly, who took six head for 
$980.00; Wisconsin State Institu- 


tions followed with a total of six 
head for which they paid $935.00; 
third largest buyer was Oliver Brere- 


ton, Dane, Wis., who bought four 
head for $550.00. 
Mr. J. L. Free, a new Chicago 


breeder whose farm is near Grays- 
lake, Ill., bought three tops of the 
sale for $520, including a top cow 
from the good herd of Frank How- 
ard, Whitewater, that was consider- 
ed one of the bargains of the sale at 
$175.00. Tom Courtney, De Kalb, was 
attracted by the son of Dunloggin 
Woodmaster and secured him at bar- 
gain price.

In the fall of 129 came a turn- 
ing point in the herd in the purchase 
at the National Ormsby Sale of the 
yearling bull, Triune Pansy Supreme 
579343, ason of Triune Ormsby 
Piebe from Neola Pansy Piebe (962 
lbs. fat at 3% yrs.), she a daughter 
of King Piebe from Neola Pansy 
with 1,054 lbs fat. Now ‘just ten 
years old, this bull is one of the best 
proven sires in Herd Test, his 28 
daughters averaging on a mature B 
basis, 14,110 lbs. milk, 3.6%, 508 
lbs. fat. No less than 26 of these 
daughters have dams with records 
available for comparison, and ac- 
cording to Supt. Norton, the 26

Conditions in Maryland reflect 
clearly the trend back to Holsteins, 
now apparent in Many milk sheds 
of the country. 

A few years ago the distributors of 
Baltimore and Washington were 
ding-donging away at the owners of 
Holsteins herds, nagging them until 
in desperation and fear of losing 
their market, hundreds of farmers 
mixed their herds with Jersey or 
Guernsey, or with grade yellow col- 
ored crossbreds. 

To some of us who have had ring- 
side seats as observers there has 
been the conviction that this policy 
was harmful to the producer, and 
while beneficial to the distributor at 
the time, that it would reach a point 
when the butterfat test would be too 
high, and the pendulum would swing 
back. The milk producers associa- 
tions of Baltimore and Washington 
appeared to outside observers to be 
doing a splendid marketing job, but 
to be very inconsiderate of the extra 
cost to the farmer of producing the 
higher testing milk. The only just- 
ification for this indifference was the 
feeling that perhaps if they could 
build up the test and the quality of 
milk within their own milk sheds, 
that they would not suffer much 
from outside competition. They have 
succeeded. I am told that even dur- 
ing the hot month of August 1937 
aighty per cent of the milk coming 
into Washington, D. C., was below 
10,000 bacteria and milk averaged 
about 4% butterfat. There has since 
been a tendency for the fat test to in- 
crease beyond the wishes of the 
Washington distributors. After pay- 
ing farmers a high butterfat differen- 
tial inducement to mix their herds 
they now reduce it, not to unmix 
the herds of course, but so no addi- 
tional farmers will produce high 
testing milk. 

Always remember this, according 
to the United States Bureau of Agri- 
cultural Economics, the same amount 
of feed that will produce 86.2 pounds 
of 4.2% milk will produce 92 pounds 
of 4% milk, 100 pounds of 3.75% 
milk, and 109.9 pounds of 3.3% 
milk. 


In the Baltimore milk shed there 
is even more concern over a run- 
away butterfat race, and steps have 
been taken to call a halt. It is a 
matter of record in The Health De- 
partment of Baltimore that all milk 
sold on the streets last year averaged 
4.12%. So far this year it has been 
averaging higher and as high as 
4.2% to 4.4%. 


It is reported that the Milk Pro- 
ducers Association has asked the 
Health Department to cooperate in 
correcting this situation by tempo- 
rarilv not enforcing 3.5% limit. (The 
Paltimore City Health ordinance re- 
qvires a minimum of 3.5% butterfat 
for milk entering the city and farm- 
ers have been required to meet this 
requirement at all times.) 

In order to discourage the add- 
itional production of high testing 
milk, the butterfat differential an- 
nounced by the Maryland Coopera- 
tive Milk Producers Association has 
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been lowered. It will be seen by the 
following price list issued for last 
month (February) that  Holstejp 
milk is strongly favored. The pyt. 
terfat in lower testing brings more 
than in high testing milk, in fac 
about twelve cents per pounds more 
in the form of 3% milk in the form 
of 5% milk.

Putting the above on a fat basis, 
you see, the three pounds of fat in 
100 pounds of 3% milk return $2.45 
or 81 cents per hundred, whereas the 
five pounds of fat in 100 pounds of 
5% milk returns $3.49, or 69 cents 
per hundred. Again the man who 
has mixed his herd, thereby adding 
greatly to his cost of production per 
pound of milk, now finds they are 
not willing to pay him the extra cost 
of producing high testing milk. 

Your answer, therefore, to every 
distributor who asks you to mix 
your herd should be “No, absolutely 
No!” “T will raise by butterfat test 
if you wish by standardization to 
meet your temporary desire for 
higher testing milk, but I will not 
mix my herd.”’

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The Delaware Annual Meeting 


Breeders throughout Delaware to- 
gether with many from the adjoin- 
ing states of Maryland, Pennsylvania 
and New Jersey met again for the 
annual meeting of the Delaware As- 
sociation on March 3, 1938, at Win- 
terthur, Delaware. There were ap- 
proximately 150 people present. 

The group again gathered about 
10:30 to make inspection of the 
famous Winterthur herd. Much in- 
terest was shown in the new bull 
barn and in the recent records made 
at this establishment. We _ were 
informed that during 1937 46 class 
“Cc” records were completed and that 
Winterthur now has 44 cows on 
test. They are starting their 24th 
year of continuous testing without 
a single break. Every single month 
for the past 23 years a supervisor 
from the university of Delaware has 
gone to Winterthur to make the 
omicial tests on their cows and dur- 
ing this period has supervised exactly 
828 long time records. During 1937 
they turned out no less than 26 
Class C records above 600 lbs. fat, 
with four of these from 800 to 947 
lbs. fat, and in the early months of 
1938 have finished several others 
from 700 to 919 lbs. fat, testing 
entirely in Class C. Of the 46 re- 
cords completed during 1937, 19 
were on daughters of Winterthur 
Bess Ormsby Great, 14 on daughters 
of King Posch Ormsby of Winter- 
thur and balance by seven other 
sires that have been used in the herd. 

At 12 o’clock the group gathered 
in the recreation Hall for luncheon 
and the speaking program. Mana- 
ger E. J. Humphries of Winterthur 
Farms extended a cordial welcome 
to all. 


rresident H. Wallace Cook presid- 
ed and in his opening remarks stated 
that 1938 is definitely a Holstein 
year. President Cook called atten- 
tion to the advanced step of the 
State Board of Agriculture in re- 
quiring that all cattle imported into 
the state must henceforth be from 
abortion-free herds. He mentioned 
the work of the State Association in 
helping to secure the appointment 
of two dairy men to the State Board 
of Agriculture and told of the sup- 
port which the Association gave to 
the Milk Control bill and the new 
Cooperative Association law. 


The minutes of the last meeting 
were read by Secretary Dr. T. A. 
Baker who also gave a report of the 
Treasury showing $414.84 in bank 
and some additional loans making a 
total of $601.99 in assets. W. I. 
Phipps, chairman of the Auditing 
Committee, reported that 17 members 
paid their dues for 1937 and made 
an urgent request for more mem- 
bers to pay their dues this year. 


President Cook brought up the 
question of having a consignment 
sale which was discussed at some 
length. On calling for a show of 
hands only 7 breeders volunteered 
to support the sale and the matter 
was left to the Executive Committee.

George Worlow, County Agent of 
Newcastle County, Dr. C. C. Palmer,

A. Tomhane in charge of Research, 
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Dairy Department, University of 
Delaware, Willis Hunsberger, Presid- 
ent of the Pennsylvania Federation

GOOD PRODUCTION IN KANSAS 


A fine DHIA average has just been 
turned out by the Collins-Menold 
Holstein herd at Sabetha, Kansas, 
with the herd of 20 cows making an 
average of 10,903 lbs. milk, 3.76%, 
410 lbs. fat, which will make this 
the high herd of the year for North- 
east Kansas and one of the highest 
in the entire state. The herd was 
founded over thirty years ago by Ira 
F. Collins and was carried on by 
his son, A. J. Collins, who died 
about two years ago, since which 
time Mrs. Collins has been continu- 
ing the good work, assisted by Emil 
Menold, joint owner of the cattle 
and with the advice and encourage- 
ment of her neighbor, G. R. Sewell, 
President of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of Kansas. 

The first herd sire used was Van- 
derkamp Segis Pontiac, a son of 
Spring Farm Pontiac Cornucopia, 
from one of the good daughters of 
Judge Segis. He was succeeded by 
U. S. Ormsby Akrummer Skylark, a 
grandson of Sir Ormsby Banostine 
Champion, whose dam was Duchess 
Skylark Ormsby, the first 1,200-lb. 
fat producer of the breed. Then 
came Marathon Bess Burke 3d, son 
of old ‘‘Marathon’”’ from one of the 
highest record daughters of Sir P. 
O. M. 37th, and they later used a 
grandson of Sir Inka May and Car- 
nation Matador Masterpiece. 

A member of the herd has been 
selected to represent the district at 
the two Kansas State Fairs the past 
two years. In both 1936 and 1937, 
Sabetha was host to the largest 
Black and White Show in the state 
and last year secured wide national 
publicity from news reels taken of 
their milking contest, ‘with milk- 
maids costumed to represent the dif- 
ferent nations of the world. Besides 
these news reels, the Associated 
Press sent out items regarding the 
affair that were printed in metro- 
politan papers all over the United 
States and in some foreign coun- 
tries. bringing valuable publicity to 
the breed. 





Scott Meyer, owner of Paganok 
Farms, Hannibal, Missouri, writes 
“We received today our award of the 
National Dairy Association showing 
a production of 428.9 lbs. fat on 31 
head. This to us is a gratifying re- 
sult in view of the number of cattle 
in the herd and the drouth condi- 
tions of 1936 which made our pas- 
ture and _ feed situation far from 
what we might have desired. It is 
gratifying in another way as I look 
at it, not from the result itself but 


from those over a period of years. 
Eleven years ago, we owned our first 
Holsteins, having been a convert 
from one of the Island breeds which 
I had owned from the time I was 
a boy of 13 years of age. Our first 
records when we got into testing 
association nine years ago was noth- 
ing to brag of. As a matter of fact 
and without shame, it was 180% 
lbs. which was little better, if any, 
than the production for the average 
dairy cow of the country as a whole. 
During the meantime, the size of our 
herd has increased each year and 
despite the increase the’ records 
have likewise increased each year 
with the single exception of the un- 
precedented drouth year of 1934 
when we had to dry lot the herd 
during practically the entire sum- 
mer and when our heat got up to 
117 degrees. Part of this bettered 
production has no doubt been due 
to a better understanding of feeding 
and to generally better conditions 
but I think the main credit should 
go to our fortunate use of three 
very good production sires. The 
first cross resulted in some improve- 
ment. We then noticed that when 
two of these bulls appeared in a 
pedigree the improvement was more 
marked and we are looking forward 
to our third sire whose daughters 
are now coming into production to 
make a further improvement. We 
have three different blood lines on 
the three places but are not mixing 
these blood lines; taking the best of 
what we have on each place and line 
breeding from this start by the use 
of the best that we have available.”

Nichols, Western Representative of 
the National Association, attained 
an average of 14,346 lbs. milk, 472.9 
lbs. butterfat. 

Mr. Youngquist’s herd has been 
built largely on the blood of three 
great sires, namely, La Conner Pon- 
tiac Segis, Cascade Sir Jesse Piebe 
and Chinook Piebe Hero. 

While Mr. Youngquist deserves 
great credit for having developed a 
herd to such high production, one 
must not overlook the part the 
“twins’’ played. The Youngquist 
twins, eleven years of age, have had 
almost complete charge of the milk- 
ing and feeding. That they glory in 
their ‘‘before and after’’ school work 
is attested by the fact that they can 
tell the name, age, record, dam and 
sire of every individual in the barn. 

The Holstein herd test is under 
the supervision of Washington State 
College and the Holstein-Friesian

Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

While reading the February 19 issue of the World, 
I noted you were interested in letters on Bang’s disease. 
I run a herd of about 80 pure bred and grade Holsteins 
and have plenty of experience with abortion. After 
T. B. testing in September 1934, I had several private 
blood tests and tried running two herds which helped 
a little, but not much. About January 1936, I was 
fortunate enough to get in on the experimental vaccina- 
tion plan under Federal supervision with Dr. Asa Winter 
of Norwich, N. Y., doing the work. I have 27 head 
vaccinated at present and will have others as they be- 
come old enough. The first eight heifers have freshened 
and are doing well. Some did not drop back negative un- 
til after they were bred and carrying calf, but they are 
O. K. now. I am well pleased and personally think vac- 
cination nearly 100% perfect. I think it is by far the 
best solution to Bang’s troubles.

to prevent the bringing in of low test, cheaper milk by 
dealers the farmers must sell their high test milk for 
less, which means that they will soon start Shifting 
breeds again. Everyone ought to know that low test 
low cost milk would pour into our markets today if the 
walls should crumble. It is time to get the foundation of 
of the sands 

It is well to be reminded that there is no super breq 
of dairy cattle. Certain breeds and individual cows have 
reached a high development in transforming food energy 
into milk energy. This may be done by secreting a io¢ 
of water along with the solids, or by secreting a richer 
milk. But make no mistake, the food energy is aboy 
the same in all cases and there is little to choose on the 
basis of total energy yield. So for the same amount of 
feed energy transformed by different breeds, the same 
amount of money is needed to cover the cost. To put 
this in plain language, high fat milk costs more than low 
fat milk because less quantity is obtained for a givep 
amount of feed, labor and total operating costs. Anyone 
who persistently works against this principle is bound to 
meet with defeat in the long run. 

I can’t close without saying that I think we must 
continue earnestly to find ways of getting milk into the 
hands of consumers at lower costs in distribution. If 
one effort fails, let’s try again, varying the tactics where 
necessary. 

In closing, again I want to bring the consumer to 
the front. After all, his interest is the only ultimate 
goal. Fortunately he knows that milk is of great inm- 
portance to his welfare. Let’s give him the chance that 
he deserves in choosing his milk supply, which I firmly 
believe will bring the most lasting benefits to the in- 
dustry.

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On February 21st a large number 
of Holstein breeders and dairymen 
joined in a tour of several of the im- 
portant dairy herds of the Salt River 
Valley. The first ranch visited was 
that of George Kay who showed a 
very excellent group of first-calf 
heifers, with their sire still at the 
head of the herd. The type of these 
cattle was very excellent and the 
stock of the herd sire went up very 
much when the crowd got through 
appraising the animals. 

Mr. Kay is building a second pure- 
bred herd which appears to be equal, 
if not better than the first herd he 
built up, which was disposed of sev- 
eral years ago. 

The second stop of the forenoon 
was made at the W. A. VanSant 
Ranch at Glendale. Mr. VanSant and 


his son, Lonnie, are deeply interested 
in their job of breeding purebred 
Holsteins, Percheron horses, Duroc 
Jersey hogs and Australorp poultry. 

Mr. VanSant presented his foun- 
dation cow with a goodly number of 
her female offspring. The family 
similarity was quite evident. Mr. 
VanSant then showed his Junior 
herd sire, which is a yearling calf 
shipped in last August from Colony 
Farms, British Columbia. The pedi- 
gree of this young bull caused the 
crowd to listen intently, showing 


that they are production-conscious 
and understand the meaning of ex- 
tended pedigrees. 

This family of VanSants are carry- 
ing about sixty head of dairy stock 
on their forty-acre home place and 
an adjoining twenty acres which they 
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nave leased. Their stock are amply 
fed on pasturage of alfalfa, ensilage, 
alfalfa hay and a small amount of 
concentrates. Their herd is one 0 
the most uniform herds in the Valley 
and should be the source of much 
foundation stock in years to come. 
After lunch, the first stop was at 
the I. E. Bray farm, also near Glet- 
dale, where Mr. Bray took great 
pride and pains in showing his ne¥ 
bull which was received from Carn 
tion Farms near Seattle, Washiné 
ton. Mr. Bray has long been an @ 
thusiastic breeder and promotor 0 
registered Holsteins and has sup 
plied breeding stock to a great many 
points in the State and elsewhere. 
The Mission Ranch herd of Hol- 
steins, numbering about two hundred 
head was enthusiastically viewed 7 
the breeders on the trip for it at 
the Mission Ranch where the famous 
Janie Luecke Aaggie made Arizons 
high record by producing 29,5110 
pounds of milk and 989.3 pounds 0 
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butterfat in 365 days in Class B. 
There are two of her sons in service 
at the ranch and her daughter, a full 
sister to the two bulls in use, is now 
on official test. She is carrying for- 
ward the great name in fine shape. 
The Mission Ranch is doing a fine 
job in supplying to many dairymen in 
the State and elsewhere, foundation 
preeding stock from the best blood 
lines of the breed that have ever 
been assembled in the State. Their 
herd traces directly back to that of 
the late Henry Renaud and to Jess 
Elliott, two of the most outstanding 
preeders that the State has ever had. 


Following this stop, the ranches 
of Elizabeth Wilson Honrighausen, 
and L. M. Byrd were visited. These 
two breeders are newcomers to the 
field, although at the present time 
they have assembled some very ex- 
cellent individual cattle and _ will 
probably make their mark in improv- 
ing the breed in the State. 


Following the tour, the twenty- 
second Annual meeting of the Club 
took place in the Adams Hotel with 
about forty people sitting down at 
the banquet. The spirit manifested 
by many members and visitors was 
excellent. There seems to be no sug- 
gestion of a depression or recession 
in the dairy group in this State. 


Mr. G. F. Woods, of Tucson, Ariz., 
was elected President of the Club, 
Herbert Gates of Tempe, Vice-Presi- 
dent, while F. E. Ostrander and 
Frank Reed Sanders were retained as 
Treasurer and Secretary, respective- 
ly. The directors are Wm. McNeil of 
Laveen, Jesse Elliott of Tempe, and 
James Painter of Tempe. 


The sale committee of the Club is 
to hold a meeting and decide on de- 
tails of their Spring purebred sale. 
This Club sponsored and conducted 
a sale last Fall which resulted in 
the transferring of about thirty head 
of registered cattle. 


Mr. Nichols was the main speaker
